THE DISQUALIFICATIONS OF A 
MEMBER OF ASSEMBLY. 

A question has been Muriel in the Assem- 
bly by .Mr. DeCosmos, which is apt lo lead 
to a clearer definition or the disqualifications 
ot members of Assembly. The senior mem- 
ber [or the city objects to the presence ol 
three gentlemen in the House, on the ground 
i hat they have accepted cootraola from the 
Government, and aro, lltoretb.ro, according to 
the net, incapable of retaining their seats. 
However different might have been the result 
of Mr. DeCosmos motion, we believe none ol 
the members, whose seats were questioned, 
oven lorn moment intended to break the Krnn 
chise Act or evade il. The popular accep- 
tation of lLo term " contract " is one so very 
liiniled in its character, when competed with 
the legal definition, that lew members in the 
House, or business men out o( it, would for 
a moment consider that signing a Toucher 
for the amount paid (or goods sold and de- 
livered came under this head — that in fact 
the ordinnry transaction*- of bargain were 
virtually contracts. So far, however, as Mr. 
DeCosmos' motion is concerned, we should 
have much rather seen that gentleman intro« 
iluce an amendment lu the present act, that 
would define the intention of the House more 
olearly on litis matter ol accepting patronage 
from the Government, than suddenly jeopard- 
ise the seals of men who have certainly acted 
unwillingly. Of course Mr DeCosmos has 
a perfect right to soe that the s.;ls of the 
Legislature are not broken ; and that no 
person shall retain a seat in the House who 
is not entitled to it; still we think that as 
the definition ol contract, so far at least 
applied In lite ordinary business transactions 
ol men following the occupation ol Mr. Cars 
well, was one admitting of considerable t! is 
enssion, it would have been belter to have 
covered the doubtful ground by a change in 
the wording of the act, and so far as the 
sitting member was concerned to have 
carried out the doctrine • in doubt, liberty." 

ft is, howevsr, well thnt the question has 
been mooted ; lor it may probably open tho 
way to further and important amendment! to 
the Franchise Act. What the House wants 
in this oontract matter, is a clause that will 
effectually prevent members receiving busi- 
ness patronag-s, be it never so slight, from 
the tinvernmon t. The intention of the Act 
was no doubt lo effect this object — to pre- 
vent the bare possibility of the public money 
being used for the purpose of obtaining a 
member's vote. Whether that money is ex- 
pended by way of contruot, according lo the 
popular meaning, ot in a more irregular and 
fitful manner mutters not, sn far as the spirit 
nl" the Acl is concerned. Due thousand dol- 
lars can be just as much a bribe if it is ex- 
pended piecemeal in washing the curtains of 
the fioverntnent Buildings, as if it were 
awarded for erecting a Government House. 
Under present circumstances, however, if we 
carry out this interpretation, a member 
of the Assembly who is in busi- 
neis may, through his employes, be 
supplying the Government with ntliclei of 
mereliandiso unknowingly, yet, as the law 
does not excuse him on the ground of ignor- 
ance, he is made amenable to the law. It 
will, therefore, be seen by this, how an inno- 
cent man may get into serious trouble. If 
we wero ever lo be subjected lo the tula of 
au unscrupulous Governor, any member ol the 
House, engaged in business, who became nb- 
noxioos to the head of the Executive, might 
be quietly disposed ol by a Governmantal 
purchase at his store We are, therefore, 
placed in a dilemma. If we dn not carry 
out the spirit ol tho a>-t, we are liable some 
day, wbon we have a less worthy Governor, 
to have our members of Assembly tarnporod 
with by Government patronage, and if we 
do cairy it out, wo are equally liable to have 
the popular members' seats rendered exceed- 
ingly unsafe. There is but one way, in our 
opinion, out of the difficulty, besides a alight 
change in the wording ol the act, and thai is 
to bring all Government purchases within 
regular contracts Le: no work of any kind 
be given out that is not embraced within a 
eonti-aet. [f the Government want to be 
supplied by articles, whether of produce or 
manulacliiro, let leuders be issued and the 
work given to the lowest tenderer, if other- 
wise acceptable. By this means, we shall 
run no risk of having our Assembly liable to 
purchase, or ?u!.ject to Executive intorlerenco 
nf any kind. Everything will be open and 
above-board. At present, we believe the 
Government ratries out the system ol con- 
tracts very extensively, but it is to the pub- 
lic interest, in many ways, lhat it should be 
earned out to the utmost.

The dullness and monotony of the creek 
have beeu twice painlully interrupted this 
week. The first sad event occurred on Monduy, 
the 1 Dili instant. A man named Daris, at 
work in the "Prince of Wales" ahull, impru- 
dently ventured farther than be should have 
done, ihe earth caved in and he was iinnin- 
diately killed. An inquest was hold upon 
him the next day, no blame attached to any 
one, and a veruict of " uccidentul death" re- 
corded.

X 1 1, reads as follows : 

" Any member of the I louse of Assembly 
nocopling or obtaining any appointment or 
contras! from, of, >r under the lioveniinenl 
shall i;i«'J Jacio vacalo his seut, and 11 new 
writ shall immediately bo issued for another 
election ; but the member vacating is eligible 
for ro-eleclion."
